Landmark cannon 
suddenly removed 

THE cannon in front of Brierley Hill War Me¬ 
morial has been removed without warning. 

The ornamental cannon took pride of 
place on Church Hill and residents are 
demanding its return to its long-standing 
home. 

Residents initially feared it had been 
stolen but it has actually been removed by 
Dudley Council, which is securing the site 
due to landslip concerns. 

Environment boss Councillor Hilary Bills 
said the ornamental cannon will be re¬ 
turned in October after restoration work to 
the wall and bank is completed.

A MOTHER has issued a stark 
warning about the dangers of 
legal highs, saying they led to 
her son’s suicide. 

Benjamin Westwood, known as Ash¬ 
ley, killed himself at his Amblecote 
home in May, aged 49. 

Mr Westwood had started taking legal highs 
in the year prior to his death and these had 
‘changed his personality’ dramatically, his 
mother Jacqueline Westwood told Black Coun¬ 
try Coroners Court. 

He became depressed and self-harmed, and 
this led to several stays in hospital. 

Assistant coroner Rally Cheema recorded a 
verdict of suicide after his mother found Mr 
Westwood hanged at his home in Perivale Way 
on May 27. 

After the hearing, Mrs Westwood said: “Legal 
highs are so easy to get hold of and Ashley had 
taken them for the last six to 12 months. 

“You can just go on the internet and get 
them delivered to your door - it’s that easy. 

“Taking those drugs changed his personality 
and I think that was a big contributing factor 
to what happened. 

Paranoid 

“He became paranoid and I think they 
would’ve been a large part of that.” 

After recording her verdict, Miss Cheema 
said: “It’s very tragic for a mother to find her 
son in the circumstances that you did. I’m very 
sorry that’s something you had to experience. 

“It’s clear to me from the evidence that it 
was Mr Westwood’s intention to take his life. 
The only conclusion I can record is one of su¬ 
icide.” 

Mrs Westwood also said she repeatedly raised 
concerns about her son’s welfare but was not 
listened to. 

She said the mental health system had failed 
Ashley, and asked: “Why didn’t anybody do an¬ 
ything?” 

Mr Westwood, who was trained as a chef, 
hairdresser and chiropodist, spent time in hos¬ 
pital voluntarily in January. However, he told 
medical staff that he was not feeling suicidal 
and they had no powers to force him to stay 
in the hospital. He was due to receive care at 
home but rejected a number of opportunities. 

In the weeks before his death he had come 
under the care of a new doctor, who said he was 
hopeful of making progress. Mr Westwood was 
due to meet up with the doctor the day his body 
was found. 

Mrs Westwood said: “I can’t understand why 
nobody listened to me. I said time and time 
again that this lad was a risk and he was going 
to do something, but all I was told is that ‘this 
is the system’. 

She said his personality altered in January 
but before then: “He was helpful, a bundle of 
laughs and was bright and cheerful. 

“Everybody misses him dreadfully.” 

Two hundred people attended his funeral. 


IT’S BACK TO THE TUDORS AT HADEN OLD HALL

TUDOR times were brought back to life dur¬ 
ing a history day at Haden Old Hall. 

Music and dancing helped to take people 
back to the 16th century at the house in Cra- 
dley Heath. The hall was originally built in 
the late 1600s but has parts dating back to 
the Tudor period, and is attached to Haden 
Hill House Museum. 

On Sunday staff and volunteers welcomed 
scores of people to an open afternoon where 
costumed characters entertained the crowds. 

Visitors were able to see beautiful birds of 
prey in the grounds and learn more about 


how they were used in Tudor times for hunt¬ 
ing. Many of the birds which were common in 
Tudor times are now dwindling in numbers. 

Museum services manager Jane Hanney, 
from Sandwell Museums Service, said: “The 
Old Hall isn’t open to the public all the time, 
unlike the Victorian museum next door, so it 
is great on open days to see the house come 
alive with historic characters. 

“The hall was probably built in the late 
1600s but parts of it may date to the Tudor 
period. 

“It has been heavily restored and the 


Friends of Haden Hill Estate have painted 
the inside with some fabulous historic colours 
such as red and yellow ochre. 

“It has transformed the look of the build¬ 
ing.” 

Haden Hill House Museum will host a 
craft afternoon on Sunday. The tearoom will 
be open for afternoon tea from 2pm until 
4.30pm. 

Staff continue the craft theme with a peg 
doll making workshop on August 23, costing 
£1.50, and the birds of prey will make a re¬ 
turn to the site on August 30 from 2pm.

Asda applied to Dudley Council for 
permission to add a four-pump filling 
station beside its car park at the Pear¬ 
son Street store.

Taxpayers 'ripped off' 
by authority set-up

Samaritans in 
plea for aid 
as funding 
running dry 

A CHARITY has issued a desperate plea 
for support with bosses fearing it could 
close if it does not receive a cash injec¬ 
tion. 

Brierley Hill Samaritans needs to 
raise £20,000 each year just to continue 
running and is currently having to rely 
on its reserves. 

The charity offers an around-the-clock 
support line for people who often turn to 
them when at their lowest ebb. 

Bosses are now calling on businesses 
and residents to help ensure the vital 
service is not lost. 

The branch in Albion Street takes 
more than 25,000 calls each year from 
people in crisis. 

Branch chairman Graham Bristow 
said: “Each Samaritans branch in an 
independent charity and has to raise its 
own money to be able to function. 

“We are currently looking at £20,000 a 
year to maintain our branch. 


TAXPAYERS in the Black Country 
are being ‘ripped off’ by the set¬ 
up costs of the West Midlands 
Combined Authority, it has been 
claimed - as each borough pays 
the same as Birmingham. 

West Midlands MEP Bill Etheridge 
said the second city should pay more 
towards the £2.1 million cost instead 
of it being divided equally between 
seven councils. 

But the UKIP MEP and Dudley council¬ 
lor’s comments have come under fire from 
the leader of Sandwell Council, Darren 
Cooper, who said the equal cost would en¬ 
sure every area had an equal say. 

Mr Etheridge, who represents Sedgley 
on Dudley Council, said the cost was being 
split equally between Dudley, Wolver¬ 
hampton, Walsall, Sandwell, Birmingham, 
Coventry and Solihull — each authority 
budgeting £300,000. 

He accused Dudley Council’s Labour 
leadership of allowing the borough to be 
‘ripped off. “Going on the results of the 
2011 census, residents are having to pay 
more than three times the price per head 
as those in Birmingham,” he said. 

“Birmingham City Council should be 
paying the lion’s share of the costs as they 
have a far greater budget. 

Warning 

“The poor old Dudley taxpayer is having 
a raw deal here. UKIP have been warning 
people about the pitfalls of entering into 
any kind of political union with Birming¬ 
ham. It seems the Labour Council have 
fallen straight into the very first trap.” 

The census in 2011 put the population 
of Birmingham at 1,073,000, in Dudley it 
is 312,000. 

But Councillor Cooper, who has led the 
Black Country’s negotiations with other 
councils on the combined authority, which 
some have called a ‘super council’, said: 
“Mr Etheridge would be the first to com¬ 
plain if Birmingham had a greater say than 
each of the four Black Country boroughs. 

“This is about us all being equals. If we 
want that equality between us, then we 
have to be fair to each other. If Birming¬ 
ham put in more than us, there would be 
people in the city saying they should get 
the lion’s share of the benefits as well.”

A TRAMPOLINE park plus the 
UK’s first 12D cinema experience 
has opened in Stourbridge. 

Situated just off the town’s ring 
road, Boing Zone consists of 5,000 
sq ft of connected trampolines. It 
also features a dodgeball trampo¬ 
line court, ‘tumble track’, foam pit 
and a mezzanine with a viewing 
and cafe area. 

The enterprise has been opened 
at the Stourbridge Estate, off Mill 
Race Lane, by father and daughter 
team Ian and Kerry Clarke. The 


pair have invested around £200,000 
in the venture having agreed a 10- 
year lease for the unit with London 
& Cambridge Properties. 

It has created 10 full-time and 20 
part-time jobs. 

Mr Clarke, said: “We’re very ex¬ 
cited to launch Boing Zone. We’ll be 
providing a very safe, fully super¬ 
vised and stimulating environment 
for children and adults, which will 
enable users to have fun and keep 
physically fit. 

“Our staff will be highly trained 


and will enforce our rigorous safety 
rules and, because there is no reg¬ 
ulatory body in the UK, we will 
adhere to the American Society for 
Testing and Materials standards.” 

Boing Zone will also include the 
country’s first 12D cinema expe¬ 
rience, which offers up to 12 syn¬ 
chronised, multi-sensory effects 
including ‘active motion’ seats. 

Mr Clarke, added: “It’s a new 
concept for the UK. There will be 
10 short films to see and we’ll be 
adding new titles every month.” 


Listeners 

“It’s something we have to raise. Our 
volunteers act as listeners but they 
are also having to be out there raising 
money. Some companies select a charity 
to support for 12 months and that would 
be an ideal scenario for us.” 

A significant outlay on upgrading com¬ 
puters has put a further strain on the 
budget. The upgrade was necessary as 
Samaritans now keeps in contact with 
many people through SMS messaging 
and email.

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Police cuts 
mean more 
crime, says 
trade boss 

CRIME will increase in the Black 
Country if community police officers 
are taken off the streets, warns a 
business leader. 

Up to 2,500 officers and civil¬ 
ian staff are set to lose their jobs in 
swingeing West Midlands Police cuts. 
The move is expected to hit commu¬ 
nity policing hardest, with 650 PCSOs 
set to go. 

Halesowen Chamber of Trade fear 
the town could be in the firing line 
with reported crime lower than other 
areas. 

But chairman Wayne Edwards be¬ 
lieves the figures could be distorted 
due to traders being put off reporting 
crime. 

He said: “You have to ring 101 for 
a non-emergency now and there can 
be a time delay. I rang 101 and didn’t 
get a call back for three or four days. 

“What is happening is traders are 
not reporting crime because they 
don’t think it is worth it, they can’t 
hold the suspect. 

“It is going to deteriorate even 
more over the next few months, the 
presence of PCSOs is going to be lost.” 

Halesowen is currently covered by 
two shifts each made up of two of¬ 
ficers and three PCSOs, but this is 
expected to a reduced. 

Mr Edwards is set to meet with po¬ 
lice chiefs to discuss his concerns that 
cuts in officer numbers will result in 
more crime. 

“Crime is going to increase,” he 
added. “We might not have the high¬ 
est reported crime but people are not 
reporting it.” 

Problem parking 
on a busy street 

PARKING restrictions may be 
brought in to solve issues with a 
clogged street near Stourbridge Junc¬ 
tion train station. 

People living in Chawn Park Drive 
complain of problems caused by com¬ 
muters parking near the busy station. 

Extra police patrols have been car¬ 
ried out in the road following com¬ 
plaints about large numbers of cars 
causing congestion at peak times. 

Pedmore and Stourbridge East 
neighbourhood officer Sergeant Andy 
Holder said the residents have urged 
the authorities to take action. 

He said: “The highways department 
at Dudley Council have been made 
aware and are currently looking into 
this with a view to possibly putting in 
some parking restrictions.” 

School gets two 
new classrooms 

TWO classrooms will be built at a 
Dudley primary school creating 105 
new pupil places. Priory Primary, in 
Limes Road, has a current capacity of 
525 pupils but the new development 
will mean this is increased to 630. 


Man on legal high hit pregnant partner 


A MAN who hit his pregnant partner and smashed 
a hole into a door at their Dudley home after taking 
a legal high has been jailed for 11 months. 

Ricky Handy, aged 26, had also been drinking 
when the argument with his former girlfriend 
turned ugly. 

Miss Elizabeth Power, prosecuting, told Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court that Handy admitted assault 
occasioning bodily harm and two offences of crimi¬ 
nal damage. 

He admitted assaulting Sarah Ralston on a basis 
that at the time ‘he was drunk and took a legal 
high’. 

“He did not intend to hurt her, but accepts his 
behaviour was reckless,” Miss Power said. “They 


had been in a three-year relationship. At the time 
they had an 18-month-old child and his partner was 
pregnant. She rents her home from the defendant’s 
mother and he would stay over approximately one 
night a week. She thought he was not behaving like 
himself and they had money issues.” 

She said that Handy, of Baptist End Road, Neth- 
erton, was verbally abusive, saying that he was ‘sick 
of her’ and that he wanted her to leave. 

He went to a shop in Brierley Hill and spent £15 
on a legal high and had alcohol. When he returned 
he threw a missile at his girlfriend’s £3,000 TV set, 
breaking the screen. He picked up a plastic bag con¬ 
taining a metal pole which he threw at her, causing 
her eyebrow to bleed, and grabbed her by the throat. 


Days later Miss Ralston was woken by the sound 
of something being smashed. It was a door panel. 
She called the police and Handy was arrested. 

Mr Graham Russell, defending, said Handy had 
taken a legal high known as Lotus. 

A friend, Wayne Neal, had described how he saw a 
recent change in Handy caused by him taking legal 
highs and drinking. 

For assault Handy was jailed for 10 months, 
for damaging the TV two months concurrent, for 
smashing the door he was jailed for one month to 
run consecutively. 

Judge John Warner said: “Your offending is ag¬ 
gravated by the fact that a child was present and 
you were in drink and had taken drugs.” 


Former college campus 
is being put on market 


A FORMER college campus which 
has become a target for vandals will 
be offered to developers. 

Yobs have smashed windows and set 
fires at the Longlands site, which was 
once a campus for Stourbridge College. 

Residents have called public meetings urg¬ 
ing owners Birmingham Metropolitan College 
(BMET)and Dudley Council to take action. 

Now officials from both organisations have 
confirmed plans to market the site, in Brook 
Road, Stourbridge, for redevelopment. 

Dudley Council bosses believe it would be 
suitable for retirement homes. 

Stourbridge MP Margot James has welcomed 
the move and is also asking the council and 
college to ensure that residents continue to be 
consulted on the site’s future. 

She has urged bosses to ensure that part of 
the site is retained for the use of neighbouring 
Greenfield Primary School as playing fields. 

Ms James said: “We are all agreed that the 
development of the site must incorporate the 
views of residents, as well as secure a return 
for BMET and Dudley Council. 

Benefit 

“It is also important that Greenfield secures 
the part of the land that is designated for 
school sport and for the wider benefit of young 
people from across the area. 

“I am very pleased that commitments have 
been made to advertise the Longlands site, 
which should lead to some realistic develop¬ 
ment options upon which local residents can 
be consulted.” 

Councillor Judy Foster, council member for 
resources, said: “Providing the land has been 
declared as surplus to requirements, Dudley 
Council will jointly market the site over the 
summer with Birmingham Metropolitan Col¬ 
lege. 

“We will be welcoming expressions of inter¬ 
est from developers for a comprehensive re¬ 
development scheme, particularly those with 
proposals linked to retirement living. 

“No timetable has been set as yet, nor a clos¬ 
ing date by which all expressions of interest 
should be made.” 

John Starmer, director of estates and capital 
projects at the college, said: “The college has 
put the Longlands property up for sale and is 
working with Dudley Council in regards to the 
disposal and potential redevelopment opportu¬ 
nities of the site.”

Business leaders back super-council 


BUSINESS leaders from three 
chambers of commerce have backed 
plans to create a combined authority 
for the West Midlands. 

Chief executives of chambers in 
the Black Country, Coventry and 
Warwickshire and Greater Birming¬ 
ham said they were supporting the 
seven metropolitan council leaders in 
wanting to set up the West Midlands 
Combined Authority. 


They endorsed it in a letter ahead 
of a conference in Birmingham where 
council leaders and business figures 
will discuss the authority, dubbed a 
‘super-council’ by some, taking on 
powers over regeneration, skills and 
transport from the Government. 

It takes place at the Birmingham 
Chamber of Commerce offices in 
Edgbaston on Wednesday, August 
19. 


The chambers’ letter, signed by 
Margaret Corneby from the Black 
Country, Louise Bennett for Cov¬ 
entry and Warwickshire and Paul 
Faulkner for Greater Birmingham, 
said the council leaders had provided 
‘a powerful basis for a successful 
combined authority’. 

It added: “We would now like to 
add formally the weight of the three 
leading business support organisa¬ 


tions in the area, representing the 
private enterprise that will be vital 
to the success of combined authority. 

“We do believe that the chambers 
should be collectively built into the 
engagement process going forward. 
The recent growth in our respective 
areas was private-sector led and it is 
important that this continues.” 

“Businesses in our regions see this 
as a tremendous opportunity.” 


Landlords facing fines 
over illegal immigrants

PRIVATE landlords in the 
Black Country are the first 
to face £3,000 fines if they 
do not keep strict con¬ 
trols on immigrants renting 
homes. 

Wolverhampton, Walsall, 
Sandwell and Dudley, along 
with Birmingham, are part of a 
pilot scheme that sees landlords 
face the threat of legal action if 
they let a property to someone 
who has no right to be in Brit¬ 
ain. 

If they fail to conduct checks 
they already face fines of £1,000 
per tenant and £80 per lodger, ris¬ 
ing to £3,000 and £500 for repeated 
offences. The new scheme will also 
introduce a five-year prison term for 
persistent offenders. 

There are warnings that the Gov¬ 
ernment has not given landlords 
and letting agents enough informa¬ 
tion, as they plan to roll out meas¬ 
ures to allow them to end tenancies 
for anyone who entered the country 
illegally or whose right to stay has 
expired. 

Evaluation 

It came as French police figures 
suggested as many as seven in 10 
migrants in Calais may be reaching 
the UK. 

The Home Office the pilot scheme 
in the Black Country was ‘currently 
the subject of an evaluation which 
will be published in due course’. 

Landlords say they fear they are 
being made to act as border guards. 

Lyndon Whitehouse, of Wednes- 
field-based L&A Lettings, said: “It 
sounds as though we are meant to 
become like border guards and do 
the Government’s job for it. We al¬ 
ready have the embarrassment of 
having to check the immigration 
status of people who are obviously 
born and bred here.” 

Dudley North Labour MP Ian 
Austin added: “The Government is 
completely failing to get a grip. But 
if employers have to check the im¬ 
migration status of their workers I 
don’t see why landlords should not.” 


Manager raises locks of money

FROM pink locks to a grade 
one cut - a Compton Hos¬ 
pice shop manager had her 
head shaved to raise vital 
cash for the charity. 

Mother-of-three Caroline 
Painter, who runs the store 
in Kingswinford, wanted 
to her bit to help a fund 
set up after the Wolver¬ 
hampton-based hospice was 
raided by metal thieves. 

Lead was stolen from the 
roof and around £20,000 
worth of damage was caused 
to the charity’s base at The 
Cedars during two separate 
raids in May. Catalytic con¬ 
verters were also taken from 
three charity vans. 

Mrs Painter, aged 41, 
called in the help of barber 
Ned Simmons, who runs 
Ned’s Barber Shop in Wol¬ 
verhampton. He shaved off 
her short bob, leaving her 
with 3mm of hair all over, 
known as a grade one cut. 

Mrs Painter, who lives in 
Wombourne and has worked 
for Compton Hospice for 
three years, says she is get¬ 
ting used to her new look. 

Her efforts have so raised 
around £200 for the charity 
but has set a target of £300. 

“The hospice has suffered 
because of the break-ins and 
the vans being vandalised so 
I wanted to do something to 
help the fundraising,” said 
Mrs Painter. 

“The hospice does a fan¬ 
tastic job of caring for peo¬ 
ple with life limiting illness 
and supporting their fami¬ 
lies.” 

Around £6,000 has been 
received in donations from 
residents and businesses 
since the devastating raids. 

An offer of free CCTV 
from a security firm has also 
been taken up by the hos¬ 
pice, which costs £6 million 
a year to run. 


Prison for 
harassment 
and threats 
to ex-partner 

A MAN who threatened to kill his for¬ 
mer lover has been locked up for 18 
months after breaking a court order 
to keep away from her — just hours 
after it was made. 

James Pearson and the woman had 
been together for 17 years when the 
relationship hit the rocks, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. 

The order banning the 33-year-old 
from contacting her in any way or 
going within 100 metres of her home 
was served on him on March 2. Later 
the same day he shouted threats to 
kill the woman through her letter box 
later the same day before returning 
two hours later to shout more insults, 
said Mr Lee Egan, prosecuting. 

The next afternoon Pearson went 
back again and she called the police. 
He was seen by officers and bailed 
pending further inquires but this did 
not stop the harassment. 

On March 17 he went to his ex-part¬ 
ner’s workplace and left a message 
warning that if she did not drop the 
case against him he would ‘do her’. 

“She was so frightened that she 
would not leave the house with her 
young son,” added Mr Egan. 

Pearson, of New Road, Netherton, 
who had previous convictions for drug 
and dishonesty offences, admitted 
three breaches of the order and in¬ 
timidating a witness. 

He now accepted the relationship 
was at an end, the court was told. 

He was jailed by Judge Amjad 
Nawaz who told him: “ Witness in¬ 
timidation strikes at the core root of 
the criminal justice system.” 

Landmark sells 
out in five months 

A NEW flats development in a former 
office block in Brierley Hill has sold 
out in five months. 

The Landmark is being created by 
the redevelopment of the 140,000 sq 
ft site at The Waterfront. 

It is scheduled for completion in 
December and is creating 181 homes, 
a mixture of one and two-bedroomed 
flats and penthouse apartments. 

The Landmark is the former Point 
North building, originally the head¬ 
quarters of banking operation Egg, 
and has been empty for six years. 

Wolves legend Steve Bull is among 
those who have snapped up an apart¬ 
ment, which were on sale for between 
£89,950 and £149,950. 

Birmingham-based Seven Capital 
haspledged to build 5,000 homes in 
the Midlands.

No opposition 
to mosque at 
empty former 
health centre 

A FORMER health centre in Brier ley 
Hill is being converted into a mosque. 

The building in Albion Street is 
currently undergoing a complete refit, 
with new plans showing it has been 
taken over by the Jamia Mosque Riz- 
via, is based in nearby Trinity Street. 

The group did not need to apply for 
planning permission to convert the 
site into a mosque as it is the same 
use class as the health centre under 
planning rules. 

Dudley Council said neighbouring 
residents and businesses had been 
informed and that no objections had 
been received. The health centre had 
operated for more than 40 years. 

The latest application concerns 
changes to the building, which has 
remained vacant since closing as a 
health centre. Planners said they did 
not believe the change to a mosque 
would have an adverse impact. 

Plans to create a ‘mega mosque’ 
in Dudley have attracted widespread 
opposition with far-right groups pro¬ 
testing in the town. 

An officer’s report said: “As this is 
a relatively modern building the ex¬ 
ternal alterations are considered to 
the appropriate in terms of scale and 
appearance. The new doors and addi¬ 
tional glazing incorporate well within 
the fabric of the building.” 

Brierley Hill councillor Zafar Islam 
said “I have stressed very strongly 
that the people involved at Trinity 
Street Mosque talk to neighbours and 
they should invite neighbours in at 
the earliest opportunity.”

Concern over French Bulldog puppies

PUPPIES illegally imported from 
Poland have been sold in the Black 
Country by ‘unscrupulous’ dealers. 

The French Bulldog pups, which 
can sell for £2,000 each, may not have 
been properly vaccinated and officials 
are trying to find them. 

The RSCPA has urged people to be 
vigilant, saying there is no guarantee 
about the health of dogs. Environ¬ 
mental health officers in Sandwell are 
now trying to trace up to 15 puppies 
that are believed to have been illegally 
imported. The council says the dogs 
were sold from an address in Tividale. 

Anybody who has bought a puppy 


from the area, which was supplied 
with a pet passport from Poland, is ad¬ 
vised to contact environmental health 
officials. 

Puppies can only be imported le¬ 
gally once they are 15 weeks old, 
which gives time to have necessary 
vaccinations in their country of origin. 

Passport 

“They must also be microchipped 
and accompanied by a passport that 
matches the microchip. 

Sandwell Council leader, Councillor 
Darren Cooper, said: “Unfortunately, 


falsified passports are being used by 
unscrupulous importers. If you are 
not confident that the puppy you are 
interested in buying matches the de¬ 
tails in the passport, particularly if 
the puppy seems to be younger than 
the age given in the passport, then 
you should contact your vet or the 
council for further advice. 

“If puppies have been imported for 
sale they may only be sold through a 
licensed pet shop, so imported puppies 
should never normally be sold from a 
private address.” 

Anyone who has bought such a 
puppy is asked to call 0121 569 6600. 


Disabled man's legal 
bid over vote problem 


A SEVERELY sight-impaired man says 
he is planning to take legal action 
against Dudley Council after claiming 
he was denied his right to a private 
vote at the General Election. 

Graham Kirwan, of Brierley Hill, insists 
equipment provided at polling stations in the 
borough to aid people with sight problems is 
inadequate. 

He was not able to cast his vote in May’s election 
without assistance but refused help as he says this 
would have compromised his right to a vote. 

He has not voted for nine years due to difficulties 
he has had with the equipment and his refusal to 
allow anyone else into the booth with him. 

Polling stations in Dudley are fitted with mag¬ 
nifiers to help people with sight problems see their 
polling cards but Mr Kirwan insists he is unable 
to use them. 

The 55-year-old suffers with Juvenile Macular 
Degeneration, a hereditary condition that has left 
him with only peripheral vision. 

He said: “When you go into the polling station 
you can have the ballot paper altered into large 
print but the majority of visually-impaired people 
can’t read it. 

“My neighbour took me to the polling station and 
we asked the people at the place what I should do 
as I am visually impaired. They said the only solu¬ 
tion was for my neighbour to come in and help me. 
But then it wouldn’t be a secret vote. Somebody 
else could put an ‘x’ in the box. 

Democratic 

“The UK always tries to claim it is a democratic 
country but the majority are allowed to vote and 
some are not allowed to vote.” 

Mr Kirwan said he had contacted a solicitor over 
the issue and was attempting to take action against 
the council. 

He claims the council is in breach of article 29 
the UN Convention on the Rights of Persons with 
Disabilities, which states disabled people must be 
able to ‘vote by secret ballot in elections’. 

He believes introducing online voting would 
make it easier for disabled people. “I want elec¬ 
tronic voting,” he said. 

Phillip Tart, Dudley Council strategic director 
for resources and transformation, said: “Ballot pa¬ 
pers are printed in the format as specified by the 
legislation. All polling stations are provided with 
magnifiers and selector templates to aid partial¬ 
ly-sighted people to vote independently. Electors 
with disabilities can also be assisted by a compan¬ 
ion or the presiding officer.”

lack of lending for business 


Concern over 

A SHARP contraction in busi¬ 
ness lending, revealed by new 
figures from the Bank of Eng¬ 
land, is a cause for concern say 
Black Country business leaders. 

Johnathan Dudley, managing 
partner and head of manufac¬ 
turing business at Crowe Clark 
Whitehill and chairman of the 
Alliance for the Black Country, 
said: “Clearly there is a growth 
in confidence in business and a 


willingness to do deals but after 
the problems of a few years ago 
there appears to be a reluctance 
of business to borrow from 
banks, who businesses perceive 
require too much in return. 

“Although this gap has been 
partly filled by challenger lend¬ 
ers and alternative finance 
sources, the growing reluctance 
to engage with banks will con¬ 
tinue to stifle investment and 


growth. Government schemes 
such as Funding for lending and 
Enterprise Finance Guarantee 
clearly haven’t worked and they 
need overhauling and replacing. 
In addition, there needs to be a 
restoration of trust between the 
banks and businesses.” 

He said an increase in business 
lending was essential for deliver¬ 
ing the aim to double the size of 
the Black Country economy.

HAVING seen her mug all over the place 
this week, it had been troubling me who 
Camila Batmanghelidjh really was.

THE serious question 
posed by the collapse of 
the Kids Company, which 
nobody seems to have 
been asking, is what constitutes a charity 
these days? 

It used to be simple enough, somebody 
might rattle a tin in the high street, or may¬ 
be sell you a couple of raffle tickets, and 
the money went directly to the poor or the 
sick. 

But these days we have charities that re¬ 
ceive millions upon millions of pounds from 
the public purse, employing hundreds of 
people. The chief executive is paid £90,000 
a year, and appears as a guest on Question 
Time. Few people outside the Westminster 
bubble really know what these organisa¬ 
tions do, but we are assured by the trus¬ 
tees, who are drawn from the great and the 
good, that their work is vital.

Meet the motorway 
team of jambusters

ROB COX meets the men and 
women who keep the West 
Midlands on the move 24/7 


FROM a single nerve centre off the 
M5, a dedicated team of Highways 
England operators monitor more 
than 1,600 miles of road. 

It is a 24/7 undertaking, supported by 
140 roadside officers, with the sole pur¬ 
pose of keeping the Midlands’ roads free 
of congestion. 

Walking into the bustling control centre, 
located at Quinton Business Park, you could 
be forgiven for thinking you had accidentally 
entered mission control at NASA. 

A huge television display spans the entire 
of the front wall while rows of operators, com¬ 
plete with headsets, attempt to assess the data 
it presents. 

In the centre is a map of the Midlands’ mo¬ 
torways stretching from Junction 16 of the M6 
at Stoke down as far as Strensham Services off 
the M5, shortly before it meets the M50. 

Footage 

It also shows the main A-roads running 
west towards the Welsh border and spans as 
far east as Banbury in Oxfordshire. 

In total the control centre monitors 800 
miles of motorway, including the M6, M5 and 
M54, and 860 miles of A-road including the A5, 
A38 and A50. 

Around the central map live footage is dis¬ 
played from a selection of more than 700 cam¬ 
eras located across this busy network or roads. 

To help the operators, of which there are 
60 working across six shifts, the display of¬ 
fers other sources of information. On the left 
of the imposing screen are images from a 24- 
hour news service. Sky or BBC, which can be 
the first to alert Highways England to a crash. 

Below that are wind speed readings which 
are particularly important for the Midlands’ 
roads as the region has the highest concentra¬ 
tion of elevated motorways in the UK. 


Anything above 25mph can seriously affect 
high-sided vehicles. Anything above 20mph 
and ‘High Wind - Slow Down’ is automatically 
displayed on the gantries. 

And to the far right of the screen is infor¬ 
mation on the region’s two sections of ‘smart 
motorway’ which run along parts of the M6 
and M42. 

This technology uses variable speed limits 
displayed above the carriageway and allows 
drivers to use the hard shoulder during peak 
times. 

Emergency planning officer Frank Bird 
explains: “The main way we achieve this is 
through a series of copper loops located under 
the motorway which detect changes in the 
speed of traffic. 

“When the traffic slows down the technol¬ 
ogy in the road sends a message to the over¬ 
head gantries to state ‘queue caution’ or ‘slow 


down’ The next step then will be to check the 
nearest available camera on the network to see 
if we can see the incident. 

“If, for example, a car has been flipped up¬ 
side down over one of the loops, the technology 
can detect the car is not moving and sent us 
an automated signal. We would then kick into 
overdrive and start closing the motorway. 

“We will quickly get a response car out there 
which can deal with matters like oil spills and 
start putting cones out.” 

In the case of a serious crash, where there 
is the need to close the motorway entirely, the 
focus of the control centre staff is on doing 
so as quickly as possible. The aim is to min¬ 
imise the number of vehicles which are then 
stranded between where the accident took 
place and where the motorway has been closed. 

Mr Bird, added: “On some occasions the na¬ 
ture of the incident allows us to let motorists 


slowly drive past in the correct direction. But 
if the incident is potentially a fatal one it is 
very unlikely we could do that as the scene will 
need to be preserved for the corner’s investiga¬ 
tions. In that case we need to turn the traffic 
around and send them back to the junction 
behind. 

“As a general rule we work to the estimation 
a mile of traffic takes about an hour to release, 
so getting the motorway shut quickly in the 
first instance is crucial.” 

Smart motorways are perhaps the biggest 
tool at the control centre’s disposal when it 
comes to reducing congestion. But how does 
slowing drivers down to 50mph speed up their 
journey? 

“If you slow people down to 50mph it might 
feel sluggish, but there is an improvement in 
journey time reliability,” said Mr Bird. “Oth¬ 
erwise at busy times people go at 70mph and 
have to brake very sharply and that is when 
you get a crash.” 

Ultimately all the work by Highways Eng¬ 
land, particularly that from its control centre, 
is an effort to keep drivers safe. 

Listening to Mr Bird it is clear that staff at 
the control centre can get frustrated at the 
reasons some accidents take place in the first 
place. 

With ever-increasing numbers of people 
having a smart mobile phone, there has been 
a big campaign to alert drivers to the dangers 
of using the devices while behind the wheel. 

Selfies 

Taking ‘selfies’ while driving has even been 
blamed for a peak in crashes on the UK’s 
roads. There are other causes of accidents too. 

Mr Bird said: “It is amazing how many 
times there is a crash on one side of the road 
and you see many cars on the other side skid¬ 
ding and breaking and then you hear a smash. 
It is the ‘rubberneckers’ who are busy watch¬ 
ing what the emergency crews and ourselves 
are doing, not what is in front of them. Now 
we can put up big blue screens so drivers trav¬ 
elling in the other direction cannot see what 
has happened.” 

With more than 30 million cars licensed to 
be on the road in the UK, Highways England 
certainly have their work cut out to keep the 
traffic flowing.

THOUSANDS of children in the Black Country are attending 
schools that still have asbestos in their structures. 

Some 86 per cent of schools still contain the substance, which can 
cause health problems if disturbed. A total of 101 of Dudley’s 107 
schools have asbestos. The figure is 69 out of 76 schools in Wolver¬ 
hampton and 216 of Worcestershire’s 243.

Pub is facing 
demolition in 
homes plan 

A FORMER pub in Sedgley is set to 
be demolished under new plans which 
would see 10 homes being built in its 
place. 

The Leopard Inn, in Dudley Road, 
will be bulldozed if the plans get the 
backing of councillors. 

New properties will be built on the 
site of the pub and its 46-space car 
park. 

Seven three-bedroom homes, a pair 
of two-bedroom homes and a one-bed- 
room flat would be constructed under 
the plans submitted by Renewable 
Consultancy. 

The Leopard is the latest Sedgley 
pub to be targeted by developers with 
supermarket giant Morrison’s already 
getting permission to take over the 
Seven Stars in Gospel End Road. 

Renewable Consultancy said the 
homes at the old Leopard would make 
use of previously developed land and 
help improve the fortunes of nearby 
shops.

There overall figure is 344,886 pu¬ 
pils in the Black Country, Stafford¬ 
shire and Worcestershire attending 
schools where there is asbestos. 

Asbestos was banned as a building 
material in 1999 but there is no legal 
requirement to remove it - and coun¬ 
cils insist children are not at risk. 

If a person is exposed to asbestos 
dust during building work it can lead 
to serious health problems including 
mesothelioma. 

Funding 

Campaigners say the Government 
should provide funding for schools to 
get rid of asbestos. 

Councillor Ian Cooper, Dudley’s 
children’s services chief, said: “Any 
major programme of complete asbes¬ 
tos removal in our schools would be 
extremely costly as well as being dis¬ 
ruptive to teaching and learning. 

“Whilst we understand people’s 
concerns about asbestos, particularly 
in schools, we would reassure them 
that we have a robust management 
programme for regulation and control. 
It is deemed to be safe if it is in an un¬ 
damaged condition. 

“There is also a strict policy which 
is followed when any building work 
is carried out at schools. An asbestos 
survey is carried out before any work 
is undertaken to ensure the safety of 
children and staff.”

ICONIC Dudley music venue The 
Kingfisher, which has hosted live en¬ 
tertainment for almost 50 years, has 
staged its final gig. 

The club at Wall Heath has hosted 
many famous names over the years 
from the music and comedy scenes, in¬ 
cluding in the 1960s Jimi Hendrix and 
even an early line-up of The Beatles. 
As a cabaret venue it attracted Bob 
Monkhouse, Frank Carson and Ber¬ 
nard Manning. 

But a lack of customers in recent 
years has forced the current owners 


to sell the Kidderminster Road bar, 
club and restaurant. The country club, 
hotel and gym at the site are not af¬ 
fected by the sale. 

The venue bowed out with a 
1980s-themed party when Born In The 
Eighties took to the stage. Ten staff 
have been made redundant. 

Director David Facer, who took over 
the running of the venue in May 2013, 
said it had been a difficult decision to 
put it on the market. 

He said: “The first year we had 
very good trading. We then suffered a 


downturn in trading during the sum¬ 
mer of 2014, with a rush of other clubs 
opening in Stourbridge and Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

“Now the brewery has called-in a 
loan early and we are struggling finan¬ 
cially. We needed this place to be busy 
three times a week to break even but 
we could never get more than two. We 
have been trying to sell the place since 
October and luckily we have found a 
buyer.” 

The new owners will turn the club 
into a bigger restaurant. 


More than 100 
arrests made 
for grooming 

MORE than 100 arrests have been 
made by West Midlands Police in the 
last five years in connection with on¬ 
line child grooming. 

A total of 112 arrests have been 
made between January 1, 2010, and 
December 31 2014, after police dealt 
with 58 suspected incidents. 

These figures refer to cases where 
an adult over the age of 18 are accused 
of meeting with a child under the age 
of 16 after allegedly grooming online. 

According to a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request, 18 of the 58 accusations 
dealt with by West Midlands Police 
resulted in a charge The highest num¬ 
ber of arrests came in 2012 with 28. 

Detective Superintendent Tim 
Bacon, from West Midland Police’s 
Public Protection Unit, said: “The fig¬ 
ures relate to a very specific offence: 
actually meeting children under 16 
following grooming where the of¬ 
fender is over 18-years-old. Instances 
of these crimes are very rare. 

“The numbers should not be taken 
as an indication of the force’s overall 
approach to tackling child abuse. If 
used in isolation they will give a much 
distorted and wholly inaccurate view 
of the issue as a whole. West Midlands 
Police have a very proactive approach 
to targeting online abusers and inves¬ 
tigate crimes thoroughly. Our focus 
is always the victim and their wellbe¬ 
ing.^_

New nursery places to be 
found after centre shuts 


Fit to help Olympics group

NURSERY children who lost out 
due to the closure of a Dudley 
community centre will be ac¬ 
commodated at three new devel¬ 
opments, says the council boss. 

Little Saints Nursery at St Thom¬ 
as’s Community Network in Kates 
Hill closed at the end of term with 52 
children left needing new places. 

Dudley Council Leader Pete Lowe said he 
is confident the children will get places at 
either a a new private day nursery or two 
other centres due to launch next year. 

St Thomas’s Community Network, set up 
26 years ago to serve the people of Kates 
Hill, is due to close on September 30 be¬ 
cause of funding cuts. 

Councillor Lowe said: “We have, for a 
number of years, provided administrative 
and financial help to the charity, but with 
ever decreasing funding from central gov¬ 
ernment, we are not in a position to meet 
the increasing pressures on the council 
budget. 

“However, we will continue to provide 
help and support to the charity, including 
the staff and people using the services, as 
they wind down their work. 

Sufficient 

“As part of this, we are confident that 
there will be sufficient places for all chil¬ 
dren within the network’s nursery, which 
closed earlier this month.” 

The new developments include the pri¬ 
vately run Learning Journey Day Nursery 
which opened in July in Bromley, near 
Brier ley Hill, providing 50 places. 

A pre-school service provided in partner¬ 
ship with several schools at St John’s Par¬ 
ish Hall in Kates Hill will offer 20 places 
from March. 

An existing day care provider in the bor¬ 
ough, which cannot yet be named, is to 
develop a new 50-place day nursery near 
Dudley town centre, due to open in Janu¬ 
ary. 


A KEEP fit class has exercised its 
fundraising skills by raising £1,500 
for the Dudley Olympics disability 
group.

Budget chain Aldi plans to open more stores 


BUDGET supermarket Aldi has un¬ 
veiled a £600 million expansion which 
includes hiring 8,000 more staff and 
opening hundreds of new stores — in¬ 
cluding one in Lye. 

The supermarket is aiming to in¬ 
crease its UK workforce to 35,000, as 
well as open 130 new stores in the two- 
year planned investment. 


Aldi has boomed in recent years and 
in April overtook Waitrose as the UK’s 
sixth-biggest supermarket, with a 5.3 
per cent slice of the market. 

It already has a string of stores 
across the Black Country and has 
plans laid for a new store in Oldbury 
to open in October and a second store 
in Stafford in November. 


It has also secured planning per¬ 
mission for a new store on a former 
industrial site in Lye, another on the 
old British Sugar site at Kiddermin¬ 
ster and one on the site of the derelict 
King Arthur pub on Birmingham New 
Road in Dudley. 

The stores usually create 40 full jobs 
per supermarket. 


New Street cabbies 
in boycott threat 
over pick-up fees 


BLACK cab drivers in Birming¬ 
ham are threatening to boycott 
New Street Station after being 
told they will have to pay extra 
fees of up to £1,000 per year to 
pick up passengers. 

There were fears that thousands of 
commuters could be left stranded. 

The taxi driver’s union, RMT, is meeting 
with Network Rail bosses over the charges, 
which the union say could see drivers forced 
out of business. 

RMT added that drivers already pay a 
20p fee to the station every time they pick 
up a passenger there. It also stated that 
drivers had show great patience in working 
around the construction site for the last five 
years. 

But Network Rail says the new fees, 
which are being introduced when the sta¬ 
tion fully opens on September 20, are part 
of a policy to improve air quality by issuing 
higher charges for the more polluting cars. 

RMT general secretary Mick Cash, said: 
“None of our taxi driver members will ac¬ 
cept Network Rail’s terms. They are all 
united and determined that no-one will pay 
this extortionate fee. 

“Instead, drivers will be forced to ply 
for hire near the station, meaning that 
Network Rail’s actions will simply incon¬ 
venience passengers by making them walk 
further to pick up a taxi. 

Congestion 

“This will have serious consequences and 
create severe congestion throughout the 
surrounding area. 

“Bearing in mind that £750 million has 
been spent refurbishing New Street sta¬ 
tion to benefit passengers, it is appalling 
that one of the results will be to disrupt 
and inconvenience passengers with onward 
travel needs as taxi drivers are unfairly pe¬ 
nalised.” 

Network Rail said the new charge is de¬ 
signed to discourage older and more pollut¬ 
ing vehicles. 

A spokeswoman added: “The charge is on 
a sliding scale, similar to the road tax, start¬ 
ing at around £400 per year. The £1,000 is 
at the higher end of the scale. 

“This is designed to ensure better air 
quality and a better customer experience.” 

The disruption could start during Sep¬ 
tember as an unprecedented number of 
major events are being held in the city cen¬ 
tre. 


Tribute to motorcyclist 



Stewart Hollyoake — had fallen in love with motorbikes aged in his 40s 


‘HE was loving and helpful - the 
type of bloke who would always be 
there for you if you were in trouble.’ 

These are the words of Wayne 
Shaw as he paid tribute to his 
brother-in-law Stewart Hollyoake, 
following his tragic death in a mo¬ 
torbike crash. 

Biking fanatic Mr Hollyoake, 52, 
was killed last month in an accident 
in Shropshire. 

Mr Shaw, 50, said engineer Mr 
Hollyoake had fallen in love with 
motorbikes late in life, having only 
gained his licence in his 40s. But his 
love of being out on the road took 
over from all his other hobbies. 


Mr Hollyoake died in an acci¬

Mr Hollyoake was raised on the 
Brickhouse Estate in Rowley Regis, 
where his mother, Sheila-Anne, still 
lives. His home was in Netherton. 
He leaves wife Dawn and son John.

Number of dangerous dogs 
seized has doubled in region 


THE number of dangerous 
dogs seized in the West Mid¬ 
lands has more than doubled. 

There were 287 seizures in 
2011/12, which rose to 604 be¬ 
tween April 2014 and March of 
this year. 

Last year’s figure includes 189 ani¬ 
mals seized on suspicion of being pro¬ 
hibited breeds under the Dangerous 
Dogs Act and 268 that were danger¬ 
ously out of control. 

An expert from West Midlands Po¬ 
lice is now working with the Govern¬ 
ment to address the issue. 

Pc Keith Evans said: “In most cases 


the fault lies not with the animal’s 
temperament but with its owner: 
They may be mistreating it, allowing 
or even encouraging it to behave ag¬ 
gressively, or are simply naive about 
how to best look after their dog and 
how it interacts with other animals 
and people. 

“We appreciate the impact irre¬ 
sponsible dog ownership has on our 
communities. We have excellent 
equipment and trained officers to deal 
with dog-related incidents. All reports 
of dog-related incidents are taken se¬ 
riously and I would encourage anyone 
to report concerns to us on the 101 
number.” 


Pc Evans, who joined the force’s dog 
unit in 2001 and has studied canine 
psychology, now advises the police on 
their national policy for dealing with 
fatal or serious dog attacks. He also 
works with the RSPCA and the British 
Horse Society. 

He advises dog owners to embed an 
understanding of everyday objects, 
people and other dogs into their pets 
from an early age. 

He said: “From the age of about 
eight to 14 weeks it is extremely im¬ 
portant for pups to develop a good 
association with everyday objects, peo¬ 
ple and other dogs — it will stay with 
them for the rest of their lives.”

MEMORY LANE

CLUTCHING a second-hand 
camera and a small bag of be¬ 
longings, Sid Turner left behind 
his home city of Liverpool in 1974 
to start a new life in the Black 
Country. 

He had signed up to train as a teach¬ 
er at the old West Midlands College in 
Walsall - and quickly became fascinat¬ 
ed by the area’s industrial landscape 
and heritage. 

Mr Turner went on to teach in a string of 
local schools, and spent his spare time tak¬ 
ing photos of all aspects of Black Country 
life. Now he has collected the images and is 
displaying them across the region. 

His exhibition, ‘Ghosts’ at Bilston Craft 
Gallery, has attracted hundreds of people 
and has been particularly popular among 
the older generations who recognised land¬ 
marks that have long since been demol¬ 
ished. 

The 53-year-old was inspired to display 
the highlights from his collection of thou¬

sands of photos after realising how much 
the area had changed in recent years. And 
though he accepts there have been some 
positive developments, he feels the overall 
impact of changes in the Black Country has 
been negative. 

And he was struck by just how nostalgic 
people have been when they see his images. 

He said: “When we look at old photo¬ 
graphs, parents, friends, lovers look back at 
us, frozen forever in time. It has been quite 
an emotional experience for a lot of people.” 

Mr Turner moved to the Black Coun¬ 
try when he started dating a woman from 
Chuckery in Walsall while he was a member 
of Liverpool Diving Club. And, apart from

the odd spell abroad, he has stayed in the 
area ever since and now lives in Wednes¬ 
bury. 

Though photography has been one of his 
main interests, he has also turned his hand 
to stone masonry, silver work, ceramic art 
and even clock-making. 

After being made redundant from his job 
as a stonemason, he turned to teaching. 

As he had qualifications in both art 
and design, and chemistry and physics, 
Mr Turner ended up teaching science at 
schools including Darlaston and Willenhall 
comprehensives and Manor Farm. 

But throughout his career he has never 
stopped taking photos of urban scenes. He 


now works as a surveyor for Birmingham 
City Council and at one point tried to sur¬ 
vive as a professional artist. 

Mr Turner is still taking photos every day 
in between his day job and a project he is 
running at Birmingham University looking 
at how metal can be extracted from scrap 
computers. 

His ceramic work has been exhibited in 
galleries in France and Prague, as well as 
the Wedgwood gallery in Stoke. 

In 2002 he lived in China for a year, 
where a friend had already set up a new life, 
and started a clock-making business. 

But within a year he had returned to the 
Black Country, where he says his heart lies. 
Mr Turner’s love of photography started 
when, as a five-year-old, he used his father’s 
old Brownie box camera to capture images 
of birds in the garden. 

He joined Liverpool Photography Soci¬ 
ety during his teens but always focused on 
rural landscapes. 

He said: “I wish I had taken some more of 
Liverpool in the 1960s and Beatlemania as 
they might have been worth a few bob now, 
but I was trying to do more artistic shots.” 

When he arrived in the Black Country, 
though, he noticed how the towns and com¬ 
munities were defined by factories and steel 
plants.

The Bodyguard, 
Birmingham Hippodrome 
THE summer blockbuster 
has arrived in Birmingham 
with The Bodyguard, a show 
that delivers an unbeatable 
blend of glamour, romance 
and high-energy R&B music. 

Based on Lawrence Kasdan’s 
screenplay for the hit 1992 mov¬ 
ie of the same name that starred 
Whitney Houston and Kevin Cost¬ 
ner, it tells of the rollercoaster re¬ 
lationship between a pop star and 
her minder, with a creepy stalker 
lurking in the shadows. 

It has a songbook of much-loved 
chart-toppers from the career of tragic 
star Whitney Houston. 

This show needs a big star to take 
on the role of the iconic Rachel Mar- 
ron — and it’s got one with plenty of 
X-Factor in Alexandra Burke. Right 
from the start with the Queen of the 
Night number, Miss Burke owns the 
stage with her interpretation of the 
feisty diva. She’s stunning, sexy and 
soulful, and as her voice warms up she 
just gets better and better. 

Dance 

Not only does she shine in the spot¬ 
light with the big ballads but she wows 
the audience with bootilicious dance 
routines and emotional dramatic 
scenes. Surely the fact that she once 
had a stalker helps her empathise with 
Marron’s plight. 

There is chemistry between her and 
Stuart Reid as security expert Frank 
Farmer. Whilst an hilarious karaoke 
bar scene shows he will definitely not 


be duetting, he does have dignity and 
gravitas as the determined protector. 

There is a fine supporting cast and 
production values of the calibre one 
would expect from a West End hit. 

Melissa James, as Rachel’s over¬ 
shadowed sister Nicki, is in fine voice 
for Saving All My Love and the sisters’ 
powerful duet Run To You is one of the 
highlights of the show. 

Dry wit comes from Adam Venus as 
Marron’s publicist, Mike Denman ra¬ 
diates menace as her crazed fan whilst 
Xhanti Mbonzongwana turned the 
cute factor to max as Marron’s hip-hop 
dancing young son Fletcher. 

Designers Tim Hatley and Duncan 
McLean have created an impressive 
set that lends a cinematic feel with its 
clever way of pulling in and out like a 


lens, and using video techniques. Thea 
Sharrock’s directing is pacy. The only 
minor flaws are that the threat to the 
central character is not clear in the 
confused nightclub scene — that ends 
with the iconic rescue by her body¬ 
guard — and not all the audience saw 
the gunman at the front of the stalls 
for the climatic finale. 

And what a finale... Miss Burke’s 
performance of I Will Always Love You 
in a glittering gown atop of a rising 
platform was pure theatrical magic. 

It prompted a standing ovation that 
turned into a dance party as the cast 
returned for a sing-along I Wanna 
Dance With Somebody. 

The Bodyguard is on at the Hippo¬ 
drome until September 5 and it’s going 
to be the hottest ticket in town.

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Safari park hatch 
poison dart frogs 


HE may be small but this tiny Bum¬ 
blebee Poison Dart Frog could pack 
a powerful punch. 

The youngster is one of seven that 
have successfully made it from the 
tadpole stage to hatching into frogs 
at the West Midland Safari Park 
near Bewdley. 

They can now be seen by visitors 
in the Discovery Trail in the Reptile 
House at the attraction. 

In the wild they have skin toxins 
which are deadly. But once in cap¬ 
tivity and removed from their nat¬ 
ural sources of food, their skin no 
longer contains a significant level of 
toxicity. This makes them easier to 
handle, although keepers still have 
to take care as their skin can irritate 
human skin. 

Bob Lawrence, director of wildlife 
at the park, said the colour frogs 
pose no threat to visitors. 

“It is the first time that we have 
managed to breed them and the 
youngsters are now about a month 
old. They are only about half an inch 
long. 

“Fortunately they are not thought 
to be particularly poisonous in cap¬ 
tivity but we still handle them with 
care. 

“They get their poison from their 
diet and in the wild eat termites.” 


He added: “This is a first for the 
park and shows that the manage¬ 
ment and husbandry and environ¬ 
ment is right.” 

The frogs are usually found in 
South America rainforests, in Ven¬ 
ezuela and also in parts of Guyana, 
Brazil, and Colombia. Their bright 
colours warn potential predators 
that they will make for an unpalata¬ 
ble — potentially toxic — meal. 

Meanwhile, the safari parks snake 
expert Mark O’Shea discovered spe¬ 
cies of snake, not in the wild but in 
a jar where it had been stored for 
more than 45 years. 

The female Toxicocalamus er- 
nstmayri was caught just before 
Christmas 1969 in the Star Moun¬ 
tains of Papua New Guinea, but it 
was misidentified and sat among 
dozens of other jars in the Museum 
of Comparative Zoology at Harvard 
University in the United States. 

Mr O’Shea, consultant curator at 
West Midland Safari Park, recog¬ 
nised that it had been mislabelled 
during a visit to the university and 
has published a paper about the new 
species. Mr O’Shea said: “It all goes 
to prove you can find new species in 
the wild and also in the world’s mu¬ 
seums, you just need to know what 
you are looking at.”

Figures show more 
than 650 crashes 
involve drink drivers 

DRINK-DRIVERS have been involved in more than 650 
crashes in the West Midlands over the past five years. 

According to figures, West Midlands Police dealt with 
671 crashes involving drivers under the influence, with 
eight proving fatal, 122 resulting in serious injury and 
541 causing slight injuries. 

A total of 367 of the people injured or killed were the 
drink-drivers themselves. 

There were 111 RTCs involving at least one drink- 
driver last year which was a decrease of 15 from the 126 
recorded in 2013. The year 2010 saw the highest number 
of crashes with 173, while 2011 and 2012 had 134 and 
127 respectively. 

West Midlands Police Superintendent Kerry Blake- 
man said: “While it is encouraging to see the number 
of crashes involving drink drivers has fallen, any time a 
person gets behind the wheel while under the influence 
is one too many. 

“Drink-drivers pose a serious risk to others on the 
road, not to mention themselves. In a bid to reduce this 
risk, we carry out a number of intelligence-led policing 
operations throughout the year where we target sus¬ 
pected drink-drivers and take them off our roads, with a 
focused effort at Christmas and the start of the summer 
where we often see seasonal spikes in offending. 

“Sadly though, as these figures show, there are still 
some who think it’s OK to drink and drive — our mes¬ 
sage to them is clear: don’t take the risk, it’s not worth 
it and you will be caught.” 


Inspectors 
have told 
care home 
to improve 

A CARE home near Stourbridge has been 
told it must improve by a health watchdog 
after an inspection. 

Field House Rest Home, in Thicknall Lane, Clent, 
was told it requires improvement by the Care Quali¬ 
ty Commission. Manager Tania Bradley said she felt 
the rating was ‘very unfair’. 

Field House was rated good in inspection categories for 


safety, care and responsive¬ 
ness, but requires improve¬ 
ment for effectiveness and 
leadership. 

Inspectors said the home 
requires improvement for 
effectiveness, highlighting 
the fact that some residents 
were prevented from enter¬ 
ing a kitchen door and that 
others did not receive all of 
their post. There were no re¬ 
cords of how these decisions 
had been made. 

The commission said au¬ 
dits had been completed 
but ‘the registered manager 
had not assured themselves 
or supported the deputy 
manager to have an effec¬ 
tive system to make the 
improvements they had 
identified’. 

Kind 

The report continued: 
“The registered manager 
and staff were aware of 
their responsibilities in rela¬ 
tion to the Mental Capacity 
Act. However, they had not 
always implemented this in 
terms of people’s capacity to 
make decisions.” 

The report also stated 
‘people were relaxed and 
comfortable in their home 
and said the staff were kind 
and supportive’.

“We spent time in the 
communal lounge and din¬ 
ing areas and saw that staff 
were caring, respectful and 
knowledgeable about the 
people they cared for,” said 
the inspectors. 

“We saw that staff knew 
people well and had a good 
understanding of each per¬ 
son as an individual. 

“Staff told us that people 
were treated as individuals 
and knew each person well, 
their families and histories.”

Sauteed new potato salad with pancetta lardons 


When the chips are down, 
things grill only get better 


WHAT’S that splat?” The Queen 
of Puds was looking dismissively 
at her plate, as though a seagull 
had pooped right in the centre. 

“What splat?” “That one there, look.” 

She pointed to a rubbery square on her 
plate. It looked like a white-chocolate-jelly 
and added nothing to an otherwise decent 
dish. 

“That, that splat. Oh My God, you’re not 
going to put that in the review, are you?” 
And she clasped her hand to her mouth, 
as though to prevent any more words from 
falling out. 

The Queen Of Puds has been absent from 
reviewing duties for a year. Bringing babies 
into the world has denied us of her enter¬ 
taining presence. But she returned with a 
vengeance during a dinner a deux at The 
Granary Grill, in Weston Park.

The Grill is a delightfully located dining 
room, right in the heart of the Weston Park 
Estate. Light and airy and offering views 
over a courtyard and pretty garden, it’s a 
sophisticated steak joint for those willing 
to travel out of town. Somehow, it’s never 
quite captured the public imagination in 
the way that similar venues have. 

The reason for that is hard to discern, but 
it’s not down to poor service. 

Our starters were decent, if unremarka¬ 
ble. I ate a warm, sauteed new potato salad 
with pancetta lardons, cherry tomatoes and 
roast garlic, while The Queen of Puds tack¬ 
led a deep fried avocado with a blue cheese 
dressing. The salad was reasonable, though 
the potatoes lacked any crunch or crispy 
from their sautee pan. The avocado was 
fine, without hitting any culinary heights. 


The accompanying blue cheese dressing 
was pleasant. 

Our mains were better. The Queen of 
Puds ate the fish of the day, a generous sea 
bass fillet that had been cooked beautifully. 
It was arguably the stand-out dish. 

I ordered the hickory smoked sticky 
spiced pork ribs with chips and a garnish. 
The ribs were great - a treat. The pot of 
accompanying sauce was delightful. Simul¬ 
taneously sweet, spicy and hot, it added 
peppery piquancy to a damn good dish. 

But the chips were dreadful. There 
were five of them. Yes, five. They came in 
a sad bowl, looking like giants’ amputated 
fingers. One potato, sliced five ways and 
dropped in the fryer. That was it. 

Middle-aged, slightly-overweight fellas 
need small portions. But they don’t want 
to be able to count the number of chips on 
one sorry hand. The chips were down, make 


no mistake. I’d rather have eaten a bag of 
McCain’s Gorgeous Chips. 

And so would The Queen of Puds. But she 
had other things on her mind. Dessert. And 
she was on record-breaking, Olympic Gold 
Dessert Medal-Winning form, as we went 
for five. Every dish on the menu was con¬ 
sumed, namely potted peach with ricotta ice 
cream and fresh raspberries, a chocoholics 
plate, apple galette served with decent ice 
cream and the pick of the bunch. And, fi¬ 
nally summer berries. 

The Granary Grill offers a delightful 
dining room, great service and an uncom¬ 
plicated menu. The execution of dishes is 
okay, but not great. Minor refinements 
and finessing of dishes would make a big 
difference. It’s the tiniest of tweaks here 
and there, more accurate seasonings, bet¬ 
ter cooking, you know the drill - just don’t 
order the chips.

Goodness knows how long it might take to 
decide which tempting extras to add to your 
new Range Rover. Several pleasant hours, at 
least. 

That’s a joy to come after you’ve plumped for the 
basic vehicle itself, of course. And here you’re also 
faced with an almost bewildering set of choices. 

The Range Rover you read about here mixes luxury and 
economy in a way that might let an owner feel good about 
(modestly) saving the planet while the rear seat passengers 
feel as though they’re flying first class. 

For under the bonnet beats a diesel engine, while be¬ 
neath the floor sits a well protected battery that will actually 
power this big, heavy car a little way all on its own and helps 
out generally when it can elsewhere. 

This economy thinking might be more usual in cars cost¬ 
ing a very great deal less than a hybrid Range Rover but it 
does let it post some impressively ‘green’ figures for some¬ 
thing so chunky, even if they’re tinged with the optimism of 
all official consumption tables. 

The added luxury (on an already pretty swish car, of 
course) comes from stretching front and rear wheels 20cms 
further apart, all to the benefit of rear seat legroom - now 
accessed via rear doors so wide they’ll present a danger to 
passing traffic if not opened cautiously. 

Apart from making you feel like as film star stepping on 
to the red carpet at Cannes, they give so much lounging 
room you might never want to get out. Recline the seatback 
and you’ll probably be snoozing before the car slips into 
top gear. 

That stretch puts £7,700 on the price of the Range Rover 
and added to the hybrid option, pushes the car well over 
£100,000. That is still a good deal less expensive than, say, 
a Bentley saloon which feels no more luxurious and wouldn’t 
take you to dinner via the nearest goat track, should you so 
desire. 

In the context of figures like this it seems daft to consider 
the financial benefits of saving a little fuel and personal tax¬ 
ation by taking the hybrid option, which adds thousands to 
the bottom line and must surely make it a dearer proposition 
than going for a cheaper purely diesel model. 

But that is not to think like a potential owner. At this level 
an owner can spend what is needed to produce a warm 
glow every time the engine starts - and if that includes feel¬ 
ing good about reduced emissions, so much the better. 

The new Range Rover might be built entirely of aluminium 
but it’s a weighty beast in long wheelbase, battery added 
form. It tips the scales at more than 2,500 kilos, or comforta¬ 
bly more than two Fiestas. 

The 33mpg recorded on a short and undemanding test 
drive won’t set any records but looks respectable with all 
that metal to pull around. 

Progress is serene with the diesel engine helping, or not. 
Indeed, it is so refined that the short sections on battery only 
felt no different; a tribute to the way the Range Rover engi¬ 
neers have integrated the two power systems. 

But you won’t be bothering with the practical details after 
a glance at the Range Rover on-line brochure (set aside an 
hour or two on Sunday morning), where you will be seduced 
into spending still more. 

Difficult to turn down an extra large windscreen washer 
bottle for £30 but do steer clear of putting your name on 
illuminated tread plates to be admired every time you open 
a front door. That’s £720 well saved.

Celebrating 50 years 



In 1965 Toyota made a modest 
entry into the UK car market, its 
arrival marked by a small four-car 
stand at that year’s motor show. 
Today, Toyota has not only sold 
almost three million vehicles in 
Britain, it builds them here, too. 

Although a great deal has changed, 
there remains a constant theme in Toy¬

Business prospered as the range of ve¬ 
hicles grew, not least with introduction of 
the first Corolla in 1966. The name Toyota 
(GB) Ltd was adopted in 1967 and by 1980 
200,000 cars had been sold, securing its 
position as a leading player in Britain’s car 
market. Nine years later Toyota announced 
the UK as the location for a European man¬ 
ufacturing centre. Toyota Manufacturing 
UK’s Burnaston car plant in Derbyshire 
and Deeside engine factory in North Wales 


came on stream in 1992 and have benefit¬ 
ed from more than £2 billion investment in 
technology, skills and jobs. They continue 
to provide valuable opportunities for more 
than 200 supplier businesses. 

TMUK also has the distinction of being 
the Toyota’s first hybrid vehicle manufactur¬ 
ing centre in Europe, building Auris Hybrid 
models since 2010. 

Tony Walker, TMUK deputy managing 
director, said: “All the work we have done 
so far has created a solid foundation for the 
future. The next exciting step for TMUK is 
to develop our skills ready for the adoption 
of TNGA - Toyota New Global Architecture. 
It’s not just about new products, it’s a new 
approach to making them. We have plenty 


of work ahead of us to be ready to adopt 
the new way of working by the end of the 
decade, but I strongly believe that, as the 
last 25 years have shown, we will be ready.” 

In its 50th year in the UK, Toyota has 
already launched new Avensis and Auris 
models - all built at Burnaston. 

Later this year it will also begin market¬ 
ing the first of its Mirai hydrogen fuel cell 
vehicles here, opening a new chapter in 
zero emissions driving with technology the 
drivers of those first Corona saloons could 
never have imagined. 

While Toyota’s focus is on the future and 
the development of ever-better cars, it hon¬ 
ours the achievements of some its influential 
models of the past in a heritage fleet, main¬ 


tained by Toyota (GB). The classic line-up 
includes an original Corona saloon, the fa¬ 
mous Corolla AE86 that helped inspire to¬ 
day’s GT86 coupe, a first-generation RAV4 
and one of the earliest British-built models, 
a 1992-vintage Carina E. 

Toyota is a big player in British car manu¬ 
facturing. All the Avensis models and all the 
Auris hatchbacks and wagons are made at 
the Burnaston plant in Derbyshire. 

A detailed search for the oldest UK-regis¬ 
tered Toyota has come up with two original 
Corona saloons, still on the road and near¬ 
ing 50 years old. 

We’ve raced and rallied with great suc¬ 
cess, including BTCC championships with 
both Corolla and Carina.
